The Maysville Tobacco Market 
closed yesterday after one of the most 
successful seasons since the be- 
ginning of the looseleaf market 
In 1909. The records show a total of 
24,014,315 pounds of tobacco aold, for 
which was paid the enormous sum of 
|4,130,4fll.50, an average of $17.22 per 
hundred pounds. 

Since the beginning of theq loose- 
leaf market in Maysville there has 
been sold a total of 145,218,394 pounds 
of tobacco at an average of $11.24 for 
the total amount. Of the eight years, 
the market for 1916-17 is the best, the 
average of the season being about CO 
per cent higher than that of last year 
and over double that of the year be- 
fore. 

The Season's Market 

The market this year was undoubt- 
edly the best all around ever known. 
Not since the Civil War have such 
prices been given for low and medium 
grades of tobacco as there wore this 
year. The low price of the year, if we 
remember correctly, was given soon 
after the withdrawal of the American 
Tobacco Co. from the market, about 
the first of February, at which timo a 
basket selling at $5.75 per hundred 
pounds was reported to this office 

The season opened very auspicious- 
ly. Speculators had been offering 
good prices for the tobacco, while yet 
uncut and all were on tip-toes, so to 
speak, to see if they were to be fooled 
In the least In their buying. 

But the market was even better 
than expected. The average of the 
sales of the first day was $10.82, al 
most two dollars higher than predict 
ed. The first part of the season on 
account of the dry weather the sales 
were very light, but after the Christ- 
mas holidays the market soon began 
to .pick up and before long a daily av- 
erage of $19 per hundred pounds had 
been reached. 

Withdrawal of the American 
Then came the withdrawal of the 
American Tobacco Company from the 
market. Speculators immediately be 
came panic stricken, thinking that the 
market would decrease until prices, 
half of the former ones were given. 
The other buyers came to the rescue 
however and, althought, the markot 
dropped, it was a steady decline. The 
American resumed buying within a 
few days, but the market did not re- 
gain its former place. ' 

For the past month the sales have 
been slow, now and then enlivened 
with some good crops bringing aver- 
ages of $20 or above. 

The Total Sales 
Speculation has been rife during the 
season as to the total number of 
pounds that would be sold. At the 
beginning of the season the extremes 
were fifteen and thirty million, and 
many wagers were made on the re- 
sults. We understand that one man 
placed the sales as high as 35 million 
before the season started. 

The sales, although not as great as 
In the season of 1914-15, are not far 
behind the record of that year. The 
sales this years were all straight, very 
little tobacco being resold, as in the 
case during that season.

But, men and brethren, there is neither sense nor safety in such 
short cuts. We cannot scrap overnight all our established ways of 
inquiring into the facts before leaping to conclusions. Wellington 
said that he had spent almost nil his life in trying to figure out what 
lay beyond the hill in front of him. We can't dispense with that 
habit of mind. If we give instant heed to every hysterical gentleman 
who comes along with exaggerated fears and with improvised meas- 
ures to lay them; if wc run after the sensational press which flings 
out its masses of unverified statistics and shrieks for inferences which 
do not follow, we shall speedily find ourselves rushing down a steep 
place into the sea— N. Y. Post.

Even if you are a clerk, it 
is the zest which you put into your work that enkindles an apprecia- 
tion in the mind of your employer, 

You have a good idea — don't think that other people will recog- 
nize it at once. Columbus had a good idea, but he didn't get "across" 
with it without much, of this high persuasion. 

If you would like to be a power among men, cultivate enthusiasm 
People will like you better for it; you will escape the dull routine of 
a mechanical existence, and you will make headway wherever you 
are. It cannot he otherwise, for this is the law of human life. Pill 
your soul into your work, and not only will you find it pleasanter cv 
ery hour of the day, but people will believe in you just as they believi 
in electricity when they get into touch with a dynamo. 

And remember this— there is no secret, about this "gift " of en- 
thusiasm. It is the sure reward of deep, honest thought and hard 
persistent labor.— J. Ogdcn Armour in Armour Magazine.

BOARD PLANS TO SUSPEND 
RAISES 



Washington, March 28— Suspension 
pending investigation of all increases 
in freight rates proposed by the rail- 
roads of the country in their forth- 
coming applications for a general ad- 
vance appeared tonight to be the 
course which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission probably will follow 
when the various railroad groups file 
their proposals. Such suspensions, It 
was indicated, would not be for tho 
customary period of six months, but 
probably would be for a period not to 
exceed sixty days, during which the 
commission will undertake compre- 
henslvo inquiry Into tho reasonable- 
ness of tho railroads' demands. Hear- 
ings will be held, It Is understood, dur- 
ing the period of suspension, the ship- 
pers, commercial and civic organiza- 
tions, state utilities commissions and 
other interstate parties will be hoard. 

Tho commission Is understood to 
have been prepared for an applica- 
tion to advance rates sufficiently to 
reimburse tho roads for additional 
wages paid under the Adamson law, 
but almost totally unprepared for pe- 
titions asking for a swoeping advance 
in all rotes based on other grounds 
as well. 

Before a general advance could be 
authorized, it was said authoritatively 
today, the railroads must show in un- 
mlstakenable manner the justification 
tor such action.
